Remarkable Scene at Hearing 


on Bennett Will

NEW HAVEN, 
Conn., Oct. 27.— 


"There is no power on this earth, no 
threat, that u-ill ever make me fail t 
try to carry out the wish of this mnr 
who was my friend as I was his, o 
this man who dared 
he my electo: 


from this state, who fftced political os- 
tracism and criticism when his party 
deserted him. I'or him. your honor 
I am ready to face the scorn and con- 
tempt of men. For him I will fish 
until the last ditch Is lost." 


With his arms raised high above hie 


head as though making a great vow 
and with all his masterful elociuence 
"William Jennings Bryan 
last 
nigh 


hurled this defiance at ex-Judge Henry 
Stoddard, the counsel for the widon 
and heirs of the late Philo S. Bennett 
who left to Mr. Bryan 
$50,000 and 


other bequests amounting to $30.000 tc 
perpetuate the name and principles o; 
the great leader of free silver. 


The incident occurred in the argu- 


ments for and against the probate ol 
Mr. Bennett's will. 


Judge Livingston \V. Cleaveland o! 


the probate court consented to hav< 
the case argued last evening In order 
that Mr. Bryan might get away for 
his trip to Europe. The probate cour' 
room 
would not 
hold one-tenth o) 


those who wished to hear the argu- 
ments. 
Judge Cleveland adjourned to the 


big court room of the court of common 
pleas. F.ven this room was too small 


When court opened counsel for Mrs 


Uennett had several documents pre- 
viously rend In the case to be re-reac 
»o that they might become a part of 
the records. Mr. 
Bryan 
identifying 


them as they were In turn handed to 
him. 


.TudKO RtocWard, Mrs. Bennett s coun- 


sel, then handed him a letter written 
Oct. 12, 1903. at Chicago. III. Mr. Bry- 
an acknowledged that It was his and 
his signature, which 
appeared sub- 


scribed to It. The letter read in part as 
follows: 
"My Dear Mrs. Bennett:—? find thai 


I have more than an hour between the 
arrival of the New York trains and the 
departure of the Nebraska train and I 
shall employ a moment' In writing to 
you. T have not yet recovered from 
tny surprise at the course taken hy 
S'our counsel, your niece and yourself 
In regard to the money left you in 
trust. 
"From the conduct of your attorney. 


I am satisfied that he Is willing to de- 
feat Mr. Bennett's purpse if It can be 
done. In your niece's disappointment at 
Mr. Bennett's failure to specifically re- 
member his namesake, together with 
the fact that your 
niece 
and 
her 


mother received less than was expected 
Beems to have influenced that branch 
of the family to attempt to defeat the 
plain and long standing plan of the 
testator. Disappointment can also ac- 
count for the half brother's willingness 
to defeat the will, tint ns my proposed 
arrangement gives you practically 
as 


much as you could secure by attacking 
the $50.000 provision, (1 voluntarily of- 
fered you the income on about $20.con. 
as you needed It and I did not) and by 
defeating the will you would only get 
absolutely J25.000 less attorney's fees 
and inheritance tax. 
I am satisfied 


that your action is due to the persua- 
sion of a. lawyer unfriendly to the po- 
litical views of Mr. Bennett and myself 
and to 1he persuasion of the relatives 
whose disappointment has made them 
Indifferent to the wishes of their bene- 
factor. Your expression of confidence 
in me and the willingness of the rela- 
tives and Judge Stoddard to defeat-Mr. 
Bennett's purpose has led me to recon- 
sider my decision on the executorshlp. 
I wish you would, therefore, delay ac- 
lion until further notice. If I retire in 
favor of anyone I think it ought to he 
some one who sympathized with his 
views and purposes, or Mr. Sloan who 
was designated hy him and who was 
his intimate associate. 
T told you that 


I would not against your wishes accept 
the sum Intended for me personally, 
but knowing that he gave to his rela- 
tives all that he thought he ought to, 
1 arn not willing that they shall defeat 
his purpose if I can help it and I am 
not willing that they shall put In my 
place an executor who will go into of- 
fice pledged to try to defeat the will. 
T thought T had better notify you at 
once as I had told you that I would 
not serve at all. T enclose a 
notice 


that you can give to Judge Ktoddard.

It is a matter of taste whether the

Washing; Colored Curtniim. 


Many people arc afraid to wash col- 


ored curtains because thoy think thoy 
will "run." 
A little color may corne 


out, 
but not much, unless the material 


Is of the very cheapest. 


To each gallon of water In which 


they are washed allow ft handful of 
bran. Tie this up loosely in a clolh 
and boil It In the water. You should 
allow enough water and bran to pro- 
vide n washing and a rinsing water. 


Let tho bran actually boll In the wa- 


ter for ten minutes. Then take it out, 
and Into one tub put a level table- 
spoonful of soap Jelly for every gallon 
of water. Pour half the water on this 
and hdlf in another tun, without so.ip. 


When the water is cool enough, put 


the curtains Inlo the one containing tho 
soap. Press well down under the water 
and leave for ten minutes. 


Souse up and down till all the dirt 


fterms to be out and then, without 
wringing, put Into the other bran wa- 
ter. 


Kmpty your first tub meanwhile nnd 


place it under the cold water tnp. Uft 
the curtains out of tho bran wnter, put 
them In the cold and, Housing them up 
and down, let the waler run till It looks 
clear. 
Then, without wringing, hang 


on the lino, pulling them well Into 
shape. 
Wringing makes creases that 


it IH almost Impossible to afterward 
remove. 
When they are about half 


dry, got some ono to help you glvo 
them a good shaking.

peace, if any, in favor of the Syrians.

Parks entered the court room from the 
prison pen and sat close to his law- 
yers.

friends of the treasurer positively deny 
any discrepancy In the town accounts. 
He has retained counsel to look after 
his Interests. Mr. Blgelow claims there 
was an error in bookkeeping and that 
the town is Indebted to him.

FOUL CRIME 


President of Armenian So- 


ciety in London Murdered 


By Ansoclated Preu to The Sun 


LONDON, Oct. 27-Sagratel 
Sagouni. 


president of the Armenian revolutionary 
society In London, wns murdered in the 
suburb of Nunhwid lain yesterday even- 
ing. 


The crime has created a sensation, as 


it. has every appearance of being of a 
political character, and has been preceded 
by the assassinations of other officials of 
branches of the same society on the con- 
tinent. 


Bagouni, who only returned to London 
yesterday, after settling up the affairs 
of an associate In Switzerland, who was 
recently assassinated by stabbing, was 
entering 
his residence when a 
man 
runhed across tho road nnd fired four 
shots at Sagounl In quick succession, tho 
last bullet entering the region of the 
heart. The murderer, who appeared to 
bo a foreigner, fled. The only clues to tho 
man In possession of the authorities are 
a felt hat and a silver-plated revolver. 


both made In New Tork, which he drop' 
perl in his flight. 
The murdpred man. who waa a mining 
engineer, became 
wealthy In the Cau- 
casus and devoted his money to the Ar- 
menian canee. His society wos entirely 
passive and opposed to violence and it 
is thought this attitude inspired the ad- 
vanced section of the Armenians with the 
desire for vengeance, tho latter claiming 
that Sngotini'H society devoted funds to 
charity which would have been better ap- 
plied to violent remedies for the Arme- 
nian grievances. 
Sag-mini in said to have moved to Eng- 
land from New York early in 1M2. 
It fs stated that Sagouni's life had been 
threatened on account of his participation 
In the exposure, by the editor of a Bos- 
ton newspaper. Young Armenia, of the 
misappropriation of funds by a faction of 
the Armer'nn revolutionists. Those men 
are alleged to have collected $20.000 In 
America In 1E«2 and to have put 
tho 
money in their own pockets instead of 
pushing the propaganda for the emanci- 
pation of the Armenians, for which the 
money was subscribed.

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MR. BRYAN'S PLEA 


Remarkable Scene at Hearing 


on Bennett Will 


By Associated Press to The Sun 


NEW HAVEN, 
Conn., Oct. 27.— 


"There Is no power on this earth, no 
threat, that will ever make me fail to 
try to carry out the wish of this man 
who was my friend as I was his, of 
this man who dared be my 
elector 


from this state, who faced political os- 
tracism and criticism when his party 
deserted him. For him, your honor, 
I am ready to face the scorn and con- 
tempt of men. For him I will fight 
until the last ditch Is lost." 


With his arms raised high above his 


head as thougli making a great vow 
and with all his masterful eloquence, 
William Jennings Bryan 
last 
night 


hurled this defiance at ex-Jurtge Henry 
Stoddard, the counsel for the widow 
and heirs of the late Phllo S. Bennett, 
who left to Mr. Bryan $50,000 and 
other bequests amounting to $30.000 tc 
perpetuate the name and principles of 
the great leader of free silver. 


The incident occurred in the argu- 


ments for and against the probate of 
Mr. Bennett's will. 
Judge Livingston W. Cleaveland of 


the probate court consented to hnve 
the case argued last evening in order 
that Mr. Bryan might get away for 
his trip to Europe. The probate court 
room would not bold one-tenth of 
those who wished to hear the argu- 
ment?. 
Judge. Cleveland adjourned to tne 


big- court room of the court of common 
picas. Even this room was too smsll. 


Wlien court opened counsel for Mrs. 


Bennett hud several documents pre- 
viously read In the case to be re-read 
so that they might become a pnrt of 
the records, Mr. 
Bryan 
identifying 


them as they were in turn bonded to 
him. 
Jud^e Ktoddard. Mrs. Bennett s coun- 


sel, then himded him a letter written 
Oct. 12. 190.1, nt Chicago. 111. Mr. Bry- 
an acknowledged that it was his and 
his signature, which 
appeared sub- 


scribed to it. The letter read In part as 
follows: 
"My Dear Mrs. Bennett:—! find that 


I have more than an hour between the 
arrival of the Now York trains and the 
departure of the Nebraska train and I 
shall employ a moment in writing to 
you. I have not yet recovered from 
my surprise nt the course taken by 
your counsel, your niece nnd yourself 
In regard to''the money left you m 
trust. 
"From the conduct of yonr attorney, 


I am satisfied that he IF willing to de- 
feat Mr. Bennett's purpse if it can he 
done. In your niece's disappointment at 
Mr. Bennett's failure to specifically re- 
inember bis namesake, together with 
the fact that your 
niece 
and 
her 


mother received less than was expected 
seems to have influenced that branch 
of the family to nHomi.t to detent the 
plain and long standing plan of the 
testntor. Disappointment can also ac- 
count for the half brother's -willingness 
to defeat the will, but ns my proposed 
arrangement gives you practically ns 
much as yon could secure by attacking 
the 5SO.OOO provision. (I voluntarily of- 
fered you the income on about S20.00H. 
as you needed it and I did not) and by 
defeating the -will you would only get 
absolutely $25.000 less attorney's foes 
and Inheritance tax. 
I am satisfied 


that your action Is due to the persua- 
sion of n lawyer unfriendly to the po- 
litical views of Mr. Bennett and myself 
and to the persuasion of the relatives 
whose disappointment has made them 
Indifferent to the wishes of their bene- 
factor. Tour expression of confidence 
In me ajid the willingness of the rela- 
tives and Judge Stoddard to defeat Mr. 
Bennett's purpose has led me to recon- 
sider my decision on the execntorshlp. 
I wish you would, therefore, delay ac- 
tion until further notice. If I retire in 
favor of anyone I think It ought to be 
some one who sympathized with his 
views and purposes, or Mr. Sloan who 
was designated by him and who was 
his Intimate associate. I told you that 
I would not against your wishes accept 
the sum Intended for me personally, 
but knowing that he gave to his rela- 
tives all that he thought he ought to, 
I am not willing that they shall defeat 
his purpose if I can help It and I am 
not willing that they shnll put in mv 
place an executor who will go Into of- 
fice pledged to try to defeat the will. 
T thought I had better notify you at 
once as I had told you that. I would 
not serve at all. I enclose a 
notice 


that you can give to Judge Rtoddnrd. 
Tou can use your own judgment about 
showing this to anyone or keeping It 
ns confidential. 
Please write me as 


soon ns you see the sealed letter as 
that may possibly clear up tile matter. 
Wishing yon health.

MONG the many pretty contriv- 


ances both useful and decora- 
tive for saving space I want to 
tell you ho\v to make some cor- 
ner oabinels. A corner, as a rule, 


Is so much waste space. Where the 
rooms arc large this does not matter, 
but In houses or flats where every inch 
of room counts we may fill the corners 
to very good advantage. Two of the 
devices here sketched are much alike. 
Xo. 1 is a combined closet and book- 
shelf, which holds as well some pretty 
vases and other knicklmacks. Have the 
carpenter make you a frame of wood 
somewhat like the design here repre- 
sented. Four shelves are then fitted 
Into the corner, three in the center, an 
equal distance apart, leaving a. space 
about two feet deep at the bottom 
and the same at tho top between the 
third shelf and the fourth, which comes 
just at 
the top of the ornamental 


framework. 


U is a matter of taste whether the 


original wall paper be allowed to re- 
main op the inclosed space be covered 
with a plain ingrain. The latter seems 
to be the heller plan, and the color se- 
lected should tone with the curtain In- 
closing the bottom space. This curtain 
may ho of ort silk or velveteen or some 
of the pretty colored denims. 
If you 


are artistic you can choose a plain col- 
or and stencil or embroider a border 
design at the bottom. To stoncll It Is the 
simplest plan.

A 
thin l.ox -'over answers the purpose, 
but one of the oil sheets used for copy- 
Ii:i5 In a lellcr hook, which may be pur- 
chased at a stationer's, Is better still, 
us It is easier to cut. After transfer- 
ring II to this, cut the deslpcn out, leav- 
ing open [paces where tho color Is to b» 
applied.

proceed lo brush It over with Ihe color. 
You may buy the paint, which should 
be a water color, ready mixed 111 little 
jurs, at a paint .'Hore, or. for RreMer 
economy, you can buy the dry colors 
und mix them yourself.
